Four  Developers  Propose  For  Hayward  Place 
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BRA  Presents 
Scaled-Down 
Liberty  Place; 

Critics  Not  Happy

Message  to  future  Chinatown 

activists:  If  you  spend  months 
protesting  and  negotiating  to  get  the 
BRA  to  force  developers  to  follow  the 
city's  own  zoning  rules  and  the  neighbor¬ 
hood's  master  plan,  you  will  finally  get 
results.  But  they  will  be  very  small.  This 
is  essentially  what  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  sig¬ 
naled  to  Chinatown  when  the  city  agency 
publicly  announced  on  June  27  the 
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Protesters  yelling  against  Liberty  Place 
a  day  before  the  public  meeting  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 


results  of  a  "progress  report"  on  how  the 
once-30-story  Liberty  Place  building 
must  now  be  scaled  down  --  by  about 
5%. 

Instead  of  30  stories,  the  building  will 
now  be  28  stories  -  still  18  stories  higher 
than  what  community  activists  want  and 
what  the  Chinatown  master  plan  calls 
for.  The  building's  density  will  also  be 
reduced  by  about  5%,  making  the  upper 
part  of  the  building  slimmer  and  knock¬ 
ing  off  29  units  from  the  total  number  of 
units  in  the  original  plan.  Instead  of  448 
units,  there  will  be  419.  Many  units  that 
would  have  been  rented  at  the  BRA- 
determined  affordable  rate  in  the  original 
plan,  are  now  being  eliminated.  Instead 
of  the  70  "affordable"  units  that  were  in 
the  original  plan,  there  will  now  be  34, 
though  the  new  proposal  does  include 
ten  units  of  government  subsidized 
apartment  units,  making  the  total

Chinatown  Groups  Support  Rent 
Control 

The  Chinatown  Residents  Association 
and  Chinese  Progressive  Association 
joined  tenant  groups  on  June  15  in  a  rally 
to  bring  back  rent  control  in  Boston.  Rent 
control  was  voted  out  in  Massachusetts 
by  51%  to  49%  in  1994.

They  justified  letting  Liberty  Place  vio¬ 
late  the  zoning  rules  and  the  Chinatown 
master  plan  —  which  calls  for  at  most  a 
10-story  building  on  the  lot  —  because  of 
the  high  number  of  subsidized  housing 
units  in  the  area.  _ 


"affordable"  package  44  units.  Of  the  34 
affordable  units,  20  will  still  go  to  the 
Hong  Lok  elderly  house  --  as  in  the  origi¬ 
nal  plan  --  which  is  run  by  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Councilor  Ruth  Moy. 

"We  have  worked  hard  to  refine  the 
proposal,"  said  Mark  Maloney,  the  BRA's 
director,  adding  that  the  BRA  believes 
the  building  will  "create  a  better 
Chinatown." 

BRA  staff  discussed  at  the  meeting  the 
benefits  of  the  newly  down-sized  project. 


They  also  said  that 
it  would  only  be 
profitable  to  build  a 
high  building  at  the 
Liberty  spot 
because  the  land 
will  not  be  used  for 
adult  entertain-  “ 

ment,  which  is  what  the  area  is  zoned 
for.  And  they  said  that  Liberty  will  help 
prevent  porno  shops  and  strip  clubs 
from  opening  at  the  site.  Currently,  a 
porno  shop  is  on  the  lot.  The  store  will 
be  tom  down  if  Liberty  goes  up; 
Chinatown's  only  two  strip  clubs,  how¬ 
ever,  would  not  be  touched  by  the 
Liberty  development,  nor  would  the 
other  sex-toy  and 
video  shop  or 
adult  book  store 
in  the  area. 

After  BRA 
members  spoke, 
community  mem¬ 
bers  were 
allowed  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  pro¬ 
ject.  Unlike  other 
such  meetings,  in 
which  the  first  in 
line  to  comment 
were  people  who 
opposed  the  pro¬ 
ject,  the  first  10  or 
so  speakers  at  this  meeting  were  all  those 
in  favor  of  the  project:  a  worker  for  the 
Mayor,  a  member  of  a  Chinatown  busi¬ 
ness  association,  members  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  and 
residents  of  the  Hong  Lok  House  (the 
elderly  home  that's  getting  the  20  units 
from  Liberty  Place).  They  said  the  build¬ 
ing  will  bring  safety  to  the  area,  will  help 
get  rid  of  the  combat  zone  and  will  pro¬ 
vide  a  mix  of  market  rate  housing  to 
Chinatown.  These  speakers  talked  almost 
until  the  time  the  meeting  was  supposed 
to  end. 

Then  came  the 
complaints. 

Chinatown  residents 
and  members  of 
Chinatown  groups 
who  oppose  the  pro¬ 
ject  said  they  didn't 
think  reducing  the 
height  and  density  of 
Liberty  by  5%  was

ject  said  the  BRA's  math  is

much  of  a  compromise  -  especially  after 
many  of  them  recently  spent  many  of 
their  week  nights  attending  BRA-spon- 
sored  "focus  group  sessions"  to  discuss 
the  project  with  the  community. 

_  "They  (the 

BRA  and  develop¬ 
ers)  said  that  this 
building  would 
blend  into  the 
community...  It 
will  stick  out  like  a 
sore  thumb,"  said

Others  asked  why  the  BRA  is  keeping 
the  zoning  rules  for  Hayward  Place, 
which  is  right  outside  the  border  of 
Chinatown,  and  not  Liberty  Place,  which 
is  inside  Chinatown.  Hayward  is  closer 
to  Downtown. 

Two  people,  one  who  lives  in  Tai 
Tung  Village,  challenged  the  BRA's 

"fuzzy" 
math.  Inside 
a  booklet  the 
BRA  handed 
out  at  the 
meeting  was 
a  list  of  the 
many  subsi¬ 
dized  hous¬ 
ing  units  in 
the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  Saying 
that  the  area 
needs  more 
market  rate 
units,  the 
BRA  used 

the  list's  numbers  to  justify  Liberty's 
height.  In  the  BRA-prepared  list,  Tai 
Tung  Village  is  said  to  have  418  units  of 
subsidized  housing.  But,  as  the  two 
speakers  pointed  out,  Tai  Tung  Village 
only  has  214  apartment  units,  210  of 
which  are  subsidized.  (Sampan  verified 
this  with  the  Tai  Tung  Village,  and  then 
called  the  BRA  for  comments.  The 
agency  said  it  was  a  "data  error.") 

Lydia  Lowe,  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  said  she  didn't 
buy  the  BRA's  excuse  that  because

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A(nother)  New  Building  In  Town

Four  building  developers  are 

wrestling  for  one  of  the  last  devel¬ 
opable  parking  lots  in  the 
Chinatown  and  Downtown  area  of 
Boston.  Hayward  Place,  a  37,380  square- 
foot  parcel  that  is  bound  by  Washington 
Street,  Hayward  Place,  Avenue  de 
Lafayette  and  Harrison  Avenue,  has  been 
used  by  desperate  drivers  for  years  and 
will,  by  about  2005,  likely  become  a  15- 
story  tower  of  brick,  steel  and  glass. 

The  shape,  size,  look  and  content  of  what 
will  happen  at  the  lot  is  up  to  who  gets 
the  deal,  which  will  be  decided  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  by  the 
end  of  summer.  In  April  2001,  the  BRA 
released  a  Request  for 
Proposal  to  see  who  wanted  to 
build  on  the  slab  of  asphalt. 

Eight  developers  showed 
interest,  and  the  four  who  are 
still  in  the  game  are  Avalon 
Bay;  Keen  Development 
Corporation/  New 
Development  Capital 
Partners;  Lincoln  Properties 
Co.,  and  Millennium 
Partners. 

As  the  result  of  what  the 
parcel  will  become  is  getting 
clearer,  the  vision  of  what  the 
lower  Washington  Street  area 
will  become,  is  also  getting 
clearer.  No  longer  will  pedes¬ 
trians  be  able  to  see  very  far, 
and  looking  up  will  get  only  a 
limited  view  of  sky  along  with 
a  long  stretch  of  windowed 
walls.  That  edge  of  Chinatown 
will  look  a  lot  more  like 
Downtown. 

Near  Hayward  place  is  the 
newly-built  38-story 
Millennium  Place,  and  near 
Millennium  are  two  other  pro¬ 
posed  buildings,  Kensington 
Place,  a  28-story  building  at 
Washington  and  La  Grange 
Street  and  Liberty  Place,  a  28- 
story  building  on  Washington 
Street,  opposite  the 
Kensington  site. 

In  one  way,  Hayward  Place 
could  prove  to  be  a  major  ben¬ 
efit  for  Chinatown.  The  BRA 
will  set  aside  $13  million  of 
the  price  of  the  lot,  which  is  $23  million, 
to  go  to  the  building  of  a  Chinatown 
school  building,  of  which  there  is  not  yet 
any  designated  site. 

The  BRA  also  has  some  other  require¬ 
ments  for  building  on  Hayward  Place: 

Height.  The  building  can  be  no  more 
than  155  feet,  or  15  stories. 

Parking.  All  parking  must  be  below- 
grade,  and  each  proposal  must  include  a 
minimum  of  two  levels  of  parking  but 
not  exceed  three  levels  and  a  total  of  290 
spaces.  Each  proposal  must  also  have  a 
minimum  of  64  spaces  dedicated  to,  and 
available  for,  the  general  public  to  replace 
the  public  parking  that  the  site  has  been 
providing. 

Retail  space.  Any  first  floor  space  that  is 
not  used  as  a  lobby  and  entry  space  must 
be  used  for  retail. 


Loading  and  Unloading^  Washington 
Street  and  Avenue  de  Lafayette  cannot  be 
used  for  loading  or  unloading. 

All  four  proposals  follow  these 
requirements.  Here  is  what  the  different 
developers  are  hoping  to  build  on  the 
site: 

Lincoln  Property  Company  wants  to 
build  a  155  foot-high,  apartment  building 
that  would  provide  342  rental  units.  The 
project  would  have  10%  of  its  apartment 
units  rent  at  the  BRA's  determined 
affordable  rate  (which  is  required  by  the 


BRA).  John  Noone,  a  partner  in  the  pro¬ 
ject,  said  that  the  final  determination  on 
the  number  of  affordable  units  "will  be 
part  of  a  public  process  with  the  BRA  and 
the  Chinatown  community." 

As  for  parking,  Noone  said  Lincoln  is 
proposing  anywhere  from  64-240  spaces, 
"with  a  preference  to  build  the  smallest 
garage  allowed." 

Noone  expects  the  retail  portion  of  the 
building  to  house  stores,  restaurants  and 
cafes. 

As  for  who  will  rent  the  apartment 
units,  Noone  said,  "typical  urban 
dwellers  who  currently  reside  in  the 
neighborhood,  there's  no  particular  age 
bracket." 

The  look  of  the  building  would  be  that 
of  "a  traditional  Boston-style  building," 
explains  Noone.  It  would  be  a  yellowish 
color,  and  from  a  sky  view,  would  be  v- 
shaped. 


Keen^NDC  is  proposing  a  building 
that  would  house  200  apartment  units, 
would  be  155  feet  high  and  house  190 
parking  spaces.  So  far,  Keene/ NDC 
also  agrees  to  the  10%  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  minimum,  but  the  Keene's  presi¬ 
dent,  Bob  Kuehn  said  that  "we'd  really 
like  to  try  to  talk  to  the  people  to  see 
what  the  needs  are  in  the  community." 

Kuehn  didn't  guess  at  exactly  what 
would  be  in  the  retail  section  of  the 
building,  but  said  that  "along 
Washington,  we'll  have  a  lively  mix  of 
retail  and  restaurants,  our  plan  also 
calls  for  opening  up  the  (now-closed 
Chinatown)  subway  stop  and  having  a 
grocery  store  (near  the 
stop's  entry)." 

Who  does  Kuehn 
think  will  rent  the  at  the 
apartment  units? 

"We'd  expect 

younger  professionals  and 
early  empty  nesters,  people 
who  aren't  really  retired, 
but  their  children  are 
grown  up.  They're  looking 
to  move  out  of  the  sub¬ 
urbs." 

The  currently  pro¬ 
posed  project  is  very  mod¬ 
em-looking,  gray  and 
includes  lots  of  windows. 

"The  retail,  at  least 
25,000  square  feet,  we've 
tried  to  earmark  to  commu¬ 
nity  use.  We're  (also)  hop¬ 
ing  to  expand  the  number 
of  affordable  units.  I  think 
...that  it's  possible  to  do 
more  than  the  10%,"  said 
Kuehn.y 

Avalon  Bay  is  proposing  a 
155  foot,  300-unit  apart¬ 
ment  building  that  would 
house  274  parking  spaces.  It 
would  also  set  aside  10%  of 
its  apartment  units  to  be 
priced  at  the  BRA-deter- 
mined  affordable  rate. 

A  sky  view  of  Avalon 
Bay's  building  also  would 
show  a  v-shaped  structure, 
and  the  exterior  of  the 
building  is  brownish  with 
lots  of  windows. 

"We  spent  a  lot  of  time  up  front  try¬ 
ing  to  design  a  building  that  we  feel  fits 
the  fabric  of  the  community,  and  that 
recognizes  that  Washington  Street  is  an 
important,  vibrant  part  of  the  city.  (Our 
building  would)  have  a  real  street  pres¬ 
ence  of  retail  along  Washington  Street. 
(On  Washington  Street)  we  have  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  facade  that  goes  up  five  sto¬ 
ries. ..  (At  the  part  of  the  building  at) 
Harrison  Avenue,  we  felt  it  was  an 
important  part  of  the  building,  and  we 
didn't  want  that  it  feel  like  the  backside 
of  the  building.  We  wanted  it  to  feel 
like  a  connection  to  Chinatown.  ...We 
understand  that  certainly  there's  a 
process  here,  there  will  be  input,  and 
we're  open  to  suggestions,  but  again 
we  really  wanted  to  make  the  effort  to 
show  a  concept  that  we  think  is  good,"

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Are  You  Oriental  Or  Asian? 


You  have  been  calling  yourself 
Asian.  It  is  easy  to  say.  It 
sounds  right.  The  sound  has  a 
continental  ring.  Using  this 
word  gives  the  speaker  a  sense 
of  ethnic  sophistication.  For  race  identity 
purposes  in  public,  it  sounds  simpler.  In 
fact,  it  sounds  emphatically  correct  when 
said  with  feelings  of  race  politics. 

You  wish  to  avoid  bad  stereotypes 
that  oriental  has  kept  alive  with  past  mis¬ 
conceptions.  Former  social  designs  on 
race  with  their  legal  definition  on  nation¬ 
ality  are  no  longer  satisfactory.  You  want 
a  say  in  how  you  are  named.  That 
includes  how  you  are  defined  then  seen, 
or  seen  then  defined. 

For  Americans  from  Asia,  new  aware¬ 
ness  of  race  identity  has  raised  well 
meaning  questions  on  self-identity.  This 
awareness  of  old  racial  differences  is 
more  complex  and  more  sensitive  than 
before.  A  search  for  a  different  descrip¬ 
tion  is  taking  shape.  A  standard  word  in 
English  as  a  start  maybe  useful,  you 
think.  You  hope  for  less  ethnic  confusion 
in  the  future.  You  want  better  race  rela¬ 
tions.  You  desire  a  comfortable,  and  dig¬ 
nified,  name  to  call  yourself. 

Since  its  popular  use  years  ago,  this 
two  syllable-word  --  Asian  —  appears  to 
simplify  the  multiple  self-identities  of 
people  from  Asia.  Calling  oneself  by 
many  names  confuses  outsiders.  That 
was  a  reason  the  Orient  was  mysterious 
and  its  people  inscrutable.  It  is  obvious 
that  such  views  are  outdated  perspectives 
reflecting  zero  understanding  on  the  part 
of  the  outsider. 

Coastal  Chinese,  Corean,  and  Japanese 
in  the  United  States  favor  the  Asian 
word.  Peoples  from  the  Far  East  get  a 
sense  of  ethnic  American  togetherness 
from  the  use  of  this  unifying  word.  It 
gives  that  homeland  value  a  broad  feel¬ 
ing  where  everyone  is  cousins  in  brother¬ 
hood,  sisterhood.  It  wills  a  small  cultural 
compromise  from  a  wealth  of  bi-cultural 
and  multi-lingual  living  in  a  world  mov¬ 
ing  towards  richer  global  standards. 
Filipino  Americans  favor  the  Asian  word 
as  well.  It  registers  the  early 
Americanization  of  Filipinos  among  the 
oldest  Asian  Americans.  Not  just  in  the 
U.S.,  in  every  home  country  also, 
thoughts,  values,  and  languages  on  race 
and  nationality  are  changing.  There  is 
need  for  a  language  that  is  less  divisive 
and  more  accepting  of  human  differences. 

How  you  self-identify  in  your  own 
home  language  will  be  private  because  it 
is  your  personal  faith  in  ancestry.  This 
faith  of  your  own  right  is  not  to  tamper 
with.  A  belief  in  one's  own  heritage  is  a 
cultural  strength  that  gives  Asians,  and 
others,  a  faith  in  oneself.  Loss  of  this 
faith  can  cause  loss  of  personal  purpose. 
Self-identity  cherishing  one's  ancestry,  for 
eons,  has  given  the  Asian  peoples  impor¬ 
tant  emotional  anchor  that  leads  to  secure 
lives  of  success  and  satisfaction,  not  only 
with  family  but  with  the  Self. 

American  Asia 

In  the  United  States,  starting  July  1  in 
Washington  state,  the  word  "Asian"  will 
become  the  legal  and  official  term  for 
referring  to  persons  of  "Asian"  ancestry. 
This  new  American  law  prohibits  the  offi¬ 
cial  use  of  "Oriental."  This  state  law 
requires  all  future  state  and  local  govern¬ 
ment  statutes,  codes,  rules,  regulations, 
and  other  official  documents  to  use  the 
word  Asian  instead  of  Oriental  to  refer  to 
racial  identity  or  cultural  background.  It 
is  a  bold  beginning  with  broad  impact  on 
more  than  language. 

This  Washington  state  law  also  "urges 
all  state  and  local  entities  to  review  their 
statutes,  codes,  rules,  regulations,  and 
other  official  documents  and  revise  them 
to  omit  the  use  of  the  term  'Oriental' 
when  referring  to  persons  of  Asian 
descent."  National  changes  across  the 


United  States  are  expected.  More  formal 
changes  in  the  future  can  be  expected.  At 
the  community  level,  English  speaking 
Asian  Americans  and  public  service  orga¬ 
nizations  are  urged  to  promote  the  active 
use  of  the  word  Asian. 

Sponsored  by  Senator  Paul  Shin,  this 
bill  was  introduced  to  the  State  Senate  in 
Olympia,  Washington  back  in  February 

2001  and  was  signed  into  law  in  April 

2002  by  Governor  Gary  Locke.  Both  the 
Governor  and  the  Senator  of  Washington 
State  are  of  Asian  American  descent 
Supported  by  influential  Asian  American 
individuals  and  organizations,  in 
Washington  and  the  nation,  the  passing 
of  this  law  represents  the  making  of  two 
American  traditions.  This  successful  ini¬ 
tiative  represents  organized  and  visible 
Asian  American  leadership  emergent  in 
public  affairs  at  both  local  and  national 
governments.  Among  ordinary  peoples, 
it  represents  collaborative  and  active 


political  advocacy  for  relevant  attention, 
accurate  information,  and  real  concern  on 
affairs  and  policies  affecting  Asian 
American  lives. 

Ancient  Asia 

The' word  Asia  has  been  in  the  English 
language.  In  the  Bible,  Asia  appeared  as 
the  name  of  a  place.  This  original  Asia 
was  confined  in  the  northeast  of  the 
Mediterranean  Sea.  Today's  location  is 
somewhere  inside  eastern  Turkey  over¬ 
lapping  northern  Syria.  Insulated  above 
the  northern  edge  of  the  Syrian  Desert, 
the  land  holds  fertile  valleys  west  of  the 
Euphrates  River  protected  by  rugged 
mountain  ranges  south  of  the  Black  Sea. 
The  tribes  on  this  land  then  definitely  did 
not  call  themselves  Asian. 

There  is  scarce  information  in  the 
Bible  on  the  people  and  the  culture  of 
Asia.  There  are  many  references  to  the 
nation  and  people  of  Syria.  The  lifestyles 
in  north  Syria  since  the  Bible  was  written 
are  well  preserved.  Therefore,  using  the 
biblical  writing  on  Syria,  it  can  be  sup¬ 
posed  that  Asia  was  inhabited  by  hairy 
Semite  women  and  men,  taking  care  of 
goat  and  olive  farms,  living  on  products 
from  dates  and  grapes.  They  were  very 
likely  not  Christian  or  Jewish,  but  with 
faith  in  ancestor  and  nature  worships  not 
that  different  from  old  Syrian  families 
today  untouched  by  the  influences  of 
Islam. 

Bible  passages  concentrated  on  the 
nations  and  the  hostilities  among  the 
tribes  living  south  and  east  of  Syria. 

From  the  war  stories,  the  Bible  is  an 
excellent  record  on  fights  among  the 
feuding  tribes  to  settle  standards  and 
rules,  values  and  traditions,  in  order  to 
live  in  harmony.  However,  the  passing 
mention  of  the  existence  of  an  Asia  arrest¬ 
ed  for  posterity  the  extent  of  the  biblical 
"world"  revealing  the  scope  of  the  tribes' 
world  view.  There  were  quite  likely  mar¬ 
riages  and  trades  between  Asia  and  its 
neighbors.  For  in  the  Bible,  customs  were 
mentioned  on  slaves  taken  from  Semite 
enemies,  on  Jews  marrying  foreign 
women,  and  on  how  to  handle  or  banish 
these  acquisitions.  Given  this  plain  void 
of  useful  biblical  information  on  Asia, 
please  notice  that  the  land  of  Asia  has 
since  remained  in  the  cultural  margin 
outside  of  the  Judeo-Christian  conscious¬ 
ness.  This  religion  influenced  alien  posi¬ 
tion  from  the  Bible  laid  the  cultural  foun¬ 
dation  for  the  present  American  racial 
and  political  world  view  on  Asia. 


European  Asia 

A  Western  perspective  from  the 
Bible's  limited  geography  still  surrounds 
us.  Everything  we  know  in  the  West 
about  "Asia"  before  World  War  I  is  of  a 
European  invention.  Before  this  first  so 
called  world  war  that  laid  the  present 
boundaries  around  Asia,  European 
traders  used  names  and  descriptions  of 
different  languages  to  call  the  land  and 
the  people  they  met  through  foot  and  sea 
travels.  The  formal  language  in  their 
ancient  days  being  Latin  among  influen¬ 
tial  Catholic  families  and  guilds,  the  car¬ 
dinal  direction  for  east,  the  common 
Latin  word  "oriens"  was  used  to  general¬ 
ize  the  location  of  all  lands  eastward  of 
the  principal  biblical  land. 

This  earliest  use  of  Orient  for  the  land, 
and  Oriental  for  the  people  goes  back  to  a 
Latin  language  root.  Both  words  suggest 


meanings  of  foreign  land  and  alien  peo¬ 
ple.  In  the  famous  "Three  Kings  of  the 
Orient"  who  were  guided  by  the  North 
Star  to  Bethlehem  to  see  baby  Jesus,  the 
three  were  aliens  from  outside  the  princi¬ 
pal  Levite's  nations.  Since  the  three  were 
heading  northward  towards  Asia,  possi¬ 
bly  home,  their  being  labeled  from  the 
Orient,  records  the  earliest  indirect  sug¬ 
gestion  of  this  Latin  directional  word  to 
mean  foreign.  Asia  in  the  north  bound 
into  Near,  Middle  and  Far  East  became 
fantastic,  boundaries  blown  around  like 
shifting  sand,  people  exotic  as  in  strange, 
where  tattooed  characters  spend  primi¬ 
tive  lives  at  nipple-piercing,  toe-sucking 
heathen  orgies. 

Before  European  Christian  men  colo¬ 
nized  the  Orient  fictional  expectations 
have  been  conditioned  culturally  in  the 
minds  of  their  merchants,  sailors,  and 
priests.  Veiled  women  belly  dancing  to 
heart  quickening  drums  are  hypnotic. 
Smooth-skinned  pubescent  and  adoles¬ 
cent  boys  are  sexual  targets  a  part  and 
parcel  of  religious  calling.  Bare-breasted 
women  wearing  proud  their  natural  femi¬ 
ninity  are  not  civilized  and  must  be  Cov¬ 
ered,  even  though  the  native  custom  is  a 
bearing  of  feminine  aristocracy.  Much 
cultural  damages  done  since  are  due  to 
blurry  European  views  on  fact  and  fic¬ 
tion.  The  six  continents  we  inherited 
today  are  also  carved  from  dim  colonial 
perspectives  that  dictated  fictitious  parti¬ 
tions  demeaning  real  native  claims  to 
their  land. 

Fights  erupting  on  Earth  today  over 
land  claimed  by  natives  against  land  par¬ 
titioned  from  the  colonial  age  can  right¬ 
fully  be  called  world  wars.  The  ethnic 
fury  is  traced  back  to  Western  ethnocen¬ 
tric  biases,  to  confounding  Latin,  and  to  a 
"world"  narrowed  by  self-serving  patri¬ 
archs  who  wrote  the  Bible.  The  one 
largest  continent  of  continuous  land  on 
Earth  separated  into  a  Europe  and  an 
Asia  is  the  work  from  ancient  ethnocen¬ 
tric  near-sightedness  of  power  and 
whiskey  intoxication.  An  outdated  geog¬ 
raphy  dividing  the  land  either  sides  of 
the  Ural  Mountain  separating  fictitious 
races  and  cultures  has  imposed  much 
racial  confusion  and  cultural  anguish 
among  the  peoples. 

The  Soviet  Union  breaking  into  ethnic 
nations  of  Eurasian  populations  is  not 
strictly  a  failure  of  Communism  but  also 
a  stewing  social  impetus  to  correct 
human  suffering  from  arbitrary  land  par¬ 
titions.  Political  questions  are  still  unset¬ 
tling.  Will  a  nuclear-powered  Kazak  of 


Eurasian  heritage  ally  with  Europe  or 
Asia?  Among  the  Arabs  there  are  serious 
social  questions.  Is  the  denationalized 
Kurd  from  Baghdad  a  spy  for  Iraq  or  a 
friendly  Asian?  Do  you  know  the  right 
answer?  Should  you  care? 

Asiatic  Asia 

With  political  and  social  errors  still 
around,  let  us  be  mindful  of  not  getting 
stuck  blindly  in  flawed  English.  If  you 
are  schooled  in  British  English,  Oriental 
means  peoples  from  the  Far  East,  Asian 
means  peoples  from  the  South  and 
Southeast  of  Asia,  but  not  from  the 
Middle  East.  Middle  stretches  from  Near 
East  into  Arabia  and  Central  Asia.  These 
are  colonial  distinction  of  color  conscious¬ 
ness  separating  black,  mixed,  and  brown 
from  white  Aryans.  Outdated  bound¬ 
aries  and  labels  of  foolishness  should  be 
dumped. 

As  an  Asian  American,  you  favor  this 
word  Asian  as  your  way  to  reclaim  your 
heritage.  You  recognize  human  evil  in 
the  destruction  of  heritage  to  destroy  the 
person.  It  is  complicated  to  correct  man¬ 
gled  ethnicity,  there  is  not  enough  time,  • 
and  explanation  will  sound  impolite. 
Besides,  you  don't  like  being  lumped 
with  Oriental  rugs  and  lamps,  Oriental 
massage  and  exotica,  or  with  Oriental 
cruises  and  hotels.  Commodity  and  ser¬ 
vility  can  be  commercialized,  but  to 
impose  this  on  people  is  mean.  What  you 
really  don't  like  is  what  the  average 
American  imagines  when  the  word 
Oriental  crops  up.  Your  experience  tells 
you  that  the  outrageous  thoughts  are  not 
funny  anymore. 

Furthermore,  with  the  many  black  and 
brown  people  arriving  in  the  U.S.  from 
years  of  living  in  refugee  camps  and  tent- 
city  slums  of  Asia,  say  East  Timor,  you 
want  to  prevent  new  immigrants  from 
intensifying  the  devious  slant-eyes 
Oriental  stereotype.  With  their  new 
homes  stuck  behind  color  lines  in 
American  slums,  mistaken  for  Latino, 
their  numbers  and  votes  make  new  poli¬ 
tics.  You  want  to  help  them  settle  prop¬ 
erly  in  this  country  of  abundance  in  ways 
that  will  strengthen  Asian  community 
services.  Already,  due  to  close  contacts 
they  are  truer  amigos  to  the  Latinos,  and 
with  black  fathers  and  mothers  they  are 
having  gorgeous  babies  who  will  grow  to 
resemble  the  handsome  Tiger  Woods 
who  calls  himself  "Cablinasian."  Asian  to 
mean  a  pan-Asian  heritage  from  Asia  is 
timely  and  appropriate.  You  now  want 
to  claim  all  Asians  as  cousins,  for  finally 
you  recognize  the  shared  consequences 
for  abandoned,  ignored,  and  disrespected 
peoples.

ACDC  Discusses  GIS  Project;  Empowerment  Zone 
Introduced  at  June  17  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  Meeting 


At  the  June  17  Chinatown 

Neighborhood  Council  meeting,  the 
Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  discussed  its  project  to  map 
where  prostitutes  are  doing  business  in 
Chinatown. 

The  project  would  use  Global 
Information  Systems  (GIS)  to  create  maps 
telling  where  prostitution  and  other 
crimes  are  most 
frequently  commit-  pQsf/m'c 
ted.  Information 
from  the  report 
will  be  used  to 
show  if  a  connec¬ 
tion  exists  between 
the  recent  opening 
of  the  strip  club 
Centerfolds,  and 
crimes,  especially 
sex-related  crimes. 

The  project  will  involve  surveying  res¬ 
idents  and  sifting  through  police  reports. 

If  ACDC  can  get  enough  funding  for 
the  project,  the  nonprofit  plans  to  create 
quarterly  updates  of  its  findings. 

Also  at  the  meeting,  Shirley  Carrington 
from  Boston  Connects  spoke  about  the 
Empowerment  Zone. 

A  small  part  of  Chinatown  is  included 
in  the  Empowerment  Zone,  and  so  are 


parts  of  Roxbury  and  Dorchester. 

In  January  1999,  Boston  was  designat¬ 
ed  an  Empowerment  Zone  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development.  The  goal  of  the 
Empowerment  Zone  is  to  generate  eco¬ 
nomic  self-sufficiency  for  people  and  com¬ 
munities  by  creating  jobs  and  skills  train¬ 
ing  programs.  The  Zone  includes  57,640 
residents  (1990  Census) 
and  covers  5.8  square 
miles.  Programs  include 
Adult  Basic  Education, 
job  training  and  work 
programs. 

"Why  is  so  little  of 
Chinatown  included  in 
the  Empowerment 
Zone,"  asked  Bill  Moy, 
the  council's  co-modera¬ 
tor  of  Carrington. 

"That's  a  good  question.  We  try  to  give 
every  application  that  comes  out  of 
Chinatown  our  consideration  (because 
such  a  small  area  is  included). 

She  urged  education  and  training  ser¬ 
vice  providers  in  Chinatown  to  call.

said  Michael  Roberts,  Senior  Acquisition 
Manager  of  Avalon  Bay. 

As  for  what  types  of  businesses 
Roberts  expects  to  be  in  the  retail  section, 
he  only  said  that  he's  open  to  big  and 
small  businesses  and  that  "the  market 
wjll  dictate  what  those  are." 


Roberts  predicts  that  young  profes¬ 
sionals  --  single  people  and  couples  who 
live  and  work  in  the  area,  and  empty 
nesters  will  likely  rent  at  the  building. 

"As  a  developer,  we  see  a  parking  lot 
there  and  we  think  there's  real  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  complete  the  area,"  he  said. 


Millennium  wants  to  build  a  12-story 
office  building  that  would  housel53 
parking  spaces.  The  look  of  Millennium's 
current  proposal  shows  a  very  modem, 
grayish  building  that's  mostly  one  dimen¬ 
sional  and  triangular-shaped  and  almost 
completely  covered  in  windows.  No  one 
from  Millennium  was  available  to  speak 


with  Sampan  about  the  project,  but  they 
did  say  that  instead  of  supplying  afford¬ 
able  housing  —  because  it  would  be  an 
office  building  —  $1.8  million  in  afford¬ 
able  housing- linkage  payments,  as 
required  by  the  city,  would  go  to  the 
community.

More  News  on  U.S. 
Foreign  Born;  Number  of 
Foreign  Born  Up  57% 
Since  1990,  According  to 
Census  2000 

The  2000  Census  counted  the  United 
State's  foreign-bom  pop¬ 
ulation  to  be  31.1  million 
in  2000.  This  means  that 
the  number  of  foreign 
bom  has  increased  by 
57%  since  1990. 

This  increase  shows  a 
three-decade  jump  in  the 
foreign-bom  population  - 
-  from  9.6  million  in  1970 
to  14.1  million  in  1980  and  19.8  million 
in  1990. 

The  proportion  of  foreign-bom  over 
the  30-year  span  increased  from  4.7%  in 
1970  to  11.1%  in  2000.  The  2000  propor¬ 
tion  is  the  highest  since  1930,  when 
11.6%  of  the  population  was  foreign- 
bom. 


From  1860  to  1920,  the  proportion  of 
foreign-bom  ranged  between  13%  and 
1%,  reflecting  large-scale  immigration 
from  Europe. 

In  2000,  51.7%  of  the  foreign-bom 
population  came  from  Latin 
America,  26.4%  from  Asia  and  15.8% 
from  Europe. 

The  rise  in  the  foreign-bom  popula¬ 
tion  brought  with  it  an  increase  in  the 

number  of  people 
five  years  old  and 
over  in  the  United 
States  who  spoke 
a  language  other 
than  English  at 
home:  47.0  mil¬ 
lion  in  2000,  up 
from  31.8  million 
in  1990.  Of  these, 
21.3  million  spoke  English  less  than 
"very  well,"  up  from  14.0  million  in 
1990.

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The  Story  of  Vincent  Chin

For  Vincent  Chin,  a  bachelor  party 
meant  for  celebrating  his  future  mar¬ 
riage.  However,  that  party  turned  into  an 
ugly  melee  in  a  suburban  Michigan  bar, 
and  later  into  a  fatal  beating  outside  of  a 
fast-food  restaurant.  His  death  has 
become  a  pivotal  mark  in  the 
Asian  American  civil-rights 
movement. 

On  June  19, 1982,  Vincent 
Chin,  a  27  year-old  Chinese 
American,  went  to  a  Detroit 
bar  with  three  friends  to  cele¬ 
brate  his  upcoming  wedding. 

Two  white  automobile  assem¬ 
bly  workers,  Ronald  Eberts 
and  Michael  Nitz,  teased 
Chin,  calling  him  a.  "Jap." 

Ebens  —  apparently  thinking 
Chin  was  Japanese  —  blamed 
Chin  for  Eben's  recently  being 
laid  off  from  his  job  at  an 
automobile  plant.  At  that  time,  the 
American  automobile  industry  was  sink¬ 
ing  while  cars  imported  from  Japan  were 
selling. 

A  fistfight  ensued,  and  the  bar’s  man¬ 
ager  kicked  them  out.  Once  outside, 
Ebens  and  Nitz  went  back  to  their  car, 
took  out  a  baseball  bat  from  the  trunk, 
and  approached  Chin  and  his  friends, 
who  were  waiting  in  the  parking  lot  to  be 
picked  up.  Chin  and  his  friends  started 
running.  Ebens  and  Nitz  followed.  The 


two  finally  trapped  Chin  in  front  of  a 
McDonald's  where  Nitz  held  down  Chin 
while  Ebens  hit  him  with  the  bat.  Four 
days  later  he  died  from  severe  head 
injuries. 

In  1983,  Ebens  and  Nitz  were  charged 
with  second-degree  murder,  but  were 
allowed  to  plead  guilty  to  manslaughter. 
The  two  men  got  off  with  only  three  years 
probation  and  a  fine 
totalling  to  $3,780,  each. 
They  were  allowed  to 
pay  their  debt  in 
monthly  payments  of 
$125. 

Across 

America,  news  of  the 
weak  sentences  were 
met  with  disbelief  and 
outrage.  Asian 
Americans  in  Detroit 
organized  the  American 
Citizens  for  Justice 
(ACJ),  an  Asian 
American  activist  group 
that  called  for  a  retrial  against  the  two 
men.  The  ACJ  also  urged  the  United  State 
Department  of  Justice  to  investigate  the 
violation  of  Chin's  federal  civil  rights  by 
Ebens  and  Nitz.  It  was  the  first  time, 
according  to  Asian  advocates  and  acade¬ 
mics,  that  people  who  traced  their  ances¬ 
try  to  different  countries  in  Asia  and  the 
Pacific  Islands  crossed  ethnic  and  socioe¬ 
conomic  lines  to  fight  as  a  united  group  of 
Asian  Pacific  Americans.  They  were 
Chinese,  Japanese,  Vietnamese,  Korean,

and  Filipino  —  people  who  were  moved 
by  the  incident  and  who  had  a  new 
awareness  of  discrimination  and  racism 
directed  toward  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander 
community. 

The  Justice  Department  did  ask  the  FBI 
to  carry  out  the  investigation  and  enough 
evidence  was  found  to  call  for  a  federal 
grand  jury  to  convene.  The  grand  jury 
indicted  Ebens  and  Nitz  on  two  counts. 
The  following  year  they  were  in  a  U.S. 
district  court.  The  jury  convicted  Ebens  of 
violating  Chin's  civil  rights  but  acquitted 
him  of  conspiracy.  Nitz  was  acquitted  of 
both  charges.  Ebens  was  sentenced  to  25 
years  in  jail  but  he  was  freed  after  posting 
bond.  And  a  few  years  later,  Ebens'  con¬ 
viction  was  overturned  on  a  legal  techni¬ 
cality.  The  Justice  Department  ordered  a 
new  trial  in  April  1987,  in  Cincinnati. 
Finally,  1987  civil  suit  ordered  Ebens  to 
pay  $1.5  million  to  Chin's  estate  as  part  of 
a  court-approved  settlement.
